TTENTION 


TO THE 


Hundred People Tram- 
pled to Death, 


Moscow, June 1.—Half a million people 


were indulging in merrymaking on Kho- 
dynski plain, facing the" Petrovskypalaca 
on Saturday, when the festivities were in- 
terrupted by a tragic occurrence in which 


; many lives were lost. Tho free feast, 


which has always been a popular feature 


I of coronations, has always boon the occa- 
sion of crowding and good nafcursd dis- 
putes for places on the part of tho guests 
of the city, but no such noisy domou.stra- 
tioa wag evar witnessed on tho plain as 
that which marked Saturday's uionrter 
gathering. 


It was at first arranged to accommodate 


«X),000 people, but in view of the immeuao 
crowds assembled in and about this city 
tor the coronation fetes extra tables and 
benches were hastily erected, and every 
»ffort was made to provide seating room 
and a hearty meal for 500,000 people. Twice 
that number was desirous of taking part 
In the feast, but the authorities decided 
that there must be a limit to the number 
to be entertained, and so the figure was 
fixed afc half a million. 


To feed this multitude an army of cooks 


and waiters was gathered together, and 
the army babehousea were tested to their 
utmost capacity. Five hundred thousand 
muga, each bearing portraits of the czar 
and czarina, were ordered for presentation 
to the people taking part in the great ban- 
quet. Thousands of cattle, train loads of 
provisions and ship loads of liquid refresh- 
ments were sent to the Khodynaki plain 
during the weak. At dawn the crowd 
about the tables was enormous, and they 
were all desperately hungry, some of them 


j having fasted, by choice or necessity, for 
I nearly twenty-four hours. 


Various versions as to the origin of the 


stampede and crush are current, but the 
account to which the most credence is at- 
tached is to the effect that the wagons 
laden with the 600,000 souvenirs which 
were to be distributed among the people 
we» proceeding to the Khodynski plain, 
followed by a multitude of eager peasants, 
whm-tho attendants, with a view to pleag- 
ingth^-peqple, threw a number of the sou- 
venirs among the crowd. There was a wild 
scramble towards the point where they 
fell, and the news spread like wildfire that 
the distribution had commenced- This 
resulted In a headlong,pell mell rush for the 
booths where the distribution of souvenirs 
was to have been made later. 


What added greatly to the gravity of 


the disaster was the circumstances that 
these booths were surrounded by ditches. 
'The foremost parsons In the oncoming 
crowd fell prostrate in these ditches and 
the people following speedily trampled 
them to death. Others stumbled over their 
bodies and met the same fate. And so the 
horror grew. The pressure was so great 
upon the sides of tha booths from the 
struggles of the mass of mad humanity 
that they gave way, and hundreds of people 
were forced in%o them through the broken 
walls. One mounted gendarme near the 
booths was literally crashed to death, to- 
gether with his rearing and plunging 
horse. 


Very few of the victims, it is announced, 


belong to the well to do classes. Nearly 
all are monjlks, or peasants, and a large 
proportion of the dead are women and 
children. 


Moscow, June 2.—There were 1,877 vic- 


tims of Saturday's catastrophe buried ves- 
terday. Tba bodies' of thorn who were 
Identified and claimed by relatives wen 
interred In private graves, bnt at the ex- 
pense of the municipality. The great num- 
ber of the unidentified dead were buried in 
eleven great trenches, each fifty yards 
long. The trenches were deep, and the 
mutilated bodies had to be placed close to- 
gether to find room for them all. There 
were 500 workmen engaged all night long 
at the Vaganovskoe cemetery digging tha 
Tenches.

worth only what its wreckage will bring. 
The hospital and the chapel at the poor- 
house were destroyed, and new buildings 
will have to be built to replace them. The 
committee estimates that the cost of re- 
pairs to the various other buildings will 
Ube 11,951,000.

A WEEK'S NEWS CONDENSED 


Drowned at Seneca, Mo. 


SEKECA, Mo., June 1.—A cyclone, ac- 


eompaniedby a cloudburst of rain, fell 
upon this place at 7 o'clock Saturday night. 
Twenty-five buildings were wracked by 
the twisting wind, and a dozen others 
were swept from their foundations by the 
deluge of water. At least eighteen lives 
wera lost. Every stream In the surround- 
ing country hag overflowed and a number 
of bridges on the St. Lends and San Fran- 
cisco railroad have been swept away. At 
Neosho the storm did great damage. 
Three bodies were found lodged in drift- 
wood at the latter place, but are unidenti- 
fied. A number of families hare lost all 
and are destitute.

A . S H E E L Y . 
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Thirty-six Huhdred People Tram­ 
pled to Death. 


Moscow, Juuo 1,—Half a million pooplo 
wore Indulging ill merrymaking on Kho­ 
dynskl plain, facing tho Petrovsky palace 
on Saturday, when the festivities wpro in­ 
terrupted by a tragic occurrence in which 
many llvoa wore lost. Tho free feast, 
which has always !>eon a popular feature 
of ooronations, has always boon tho occa­ 
sion of crowding and good nafcnrod dis­ 
putes for places on the part, of tho guests 
of tho city, but no such noisy demonstra­ 
tion waa over witnessed on the plaiu as 
that which marked Saturday’s monster 
gathering. 


It was at first arranged to accommodate 
¿00,030 people, but in view of tho immense 
crowds assembled in and about this city 
for the coronation fetes extra tables and 
banchos wero hastily erected, and every 
effort was made to provide soatiug room 
and a hearty meal for 500,000 poople. Twice 
that number was desirous of taking part 
In the feast, but the authorities decided 
that there must be a limit to the number 
to be entertained, and so the figure wa3 
fixed at half a million. 


To feed this multitude an army of cooks 
and waiters whs gathered together, and 
the army bakehouses wero tested to their 
utmost capacity. Five hundred thousand 
mugs, each bearing portraits of tho czar 
and czarina, were ordered for presentation 
to the people taking part in the great ban­ 
quet. Thousands of cattle, train loads of 
provisions and ship loads of liquid refresh­ 
ments were sent to the Khodynskl plain 
during the week. 
At dawn the crowd, 
about the tablos was enormous, and they 
were all desperately hungry, som# of them 
having fasted, by choico or necessity, for 
nearly twenty-four hours. 


Various versions as to the origin of the 
stampede and crush are current, but the 
account to which the most credence is at­ 
tached is to the effect that the wagons 
laden with the 500,000 souvonirs which 
wero to be distributed among tho people 
were proceeding to the Khodynskl plain, 
followed by a multitude of eager peasants, 
wh*n the attendants, with a view to pleas­ 
ing th* people, threw a number of tho sou­ 
venirs among the crowd. There was a wild 
scramble towards the point whore they 
fell, and the news spread like wlldliro that 
the distribution had commenced. This 
resulted in a headlong, pell mell rush for the 
booths where the distribution of souvenirs 
was to have been made later. 


What added greatly to tho gravity of 
the disaster was the circumstances that 
these booths were surrounded by ditches. 
Tho foremost persons In the oncoming 
crowd fell prostrate In those dltohea and 
the people following spoodily trampled 
them to death. Others stumbled over choir 
bodies and met the same fate. And so tho 
horror grew. The pressure was so great 
upon the sides of the booths from the 
struggles of the mass of mad humanity 
that they gave way, and hundreds of people 
were forced into them through tho broken 
wails. Ono mounted gendarme near the 
booths was literally crushed to doath, to­ 
gether with his rearing and plunging 
horse. 


Very few of the victims, it is announced, 
belong to the well to do classes. Nearly 
all are moujiks, or peasants, and a largo 
proportion of the dead are women and 
children. 


Mobcow, June 2.—There were 1,077 vic­ 
tims of Saturday’s cataNtropho buried yes­ 
terday. The bodies of those who were 
Identified and claimod by relatives worn 
interred in private graves, but at the ex­ 
pense of the municipality. The great num­ 
ber of the unidentified dead wore buried in 
eleven great trenches, each fifty yards 
long. The trenches wero deep, and the 
mutilated bodies had to be placed close to­ 
gether to find room for them ail. Thoro 
wero 600 workmen engaged all night long 
at the Vaganovskoe cemetery digging? tho 
trenches. 


1^Irty~sLx H undred W ere K illed. 


London, Juno 3.—A dispatch from Mos­ 
cow to Tho Standard says that It is esti­ 
mated that a total of 3,600 persons wore 
killed and 1,000 persons injured, the ma­ 
jority of them fatally, by the disastrous 
crush on the Khodijuskoje plain on »Sat­ 
urday morning.

St. Louis, Juno 3.—Tho oommitfcoo on 
municipal affairs, which has been Investi­ 
gating the damage to tho various city in­ 
stitutions, visited all the damaged pluces, 
and last night reported to tho council that 
tho city hospital Is a complote wreck and 
worth only what its wrockago will bring. 
Tho hospital and the chapel at the poor- 
house wore destroyed, and new buildings 
will have to be built to replace them. The 
committee estimates that tho cost of re­ 
pairs to the various other buildings will 
¿>o $1,951,000. To build a complete new 
tspltal will run the total up to ?&,150,0iX). 
1% rebuild new bridges will cost $1,550,000 
moro. 


Eighteen Drowned at Sencca, Mo. 


Seneca, Mo., Juno 1.—A cyclone, ac­ 
companied by a cloudburst of rain, fell 
upon this place at 7 o'clock Saturday night. 
Twenty-five buildiugs wese wrecked by 
the twisting wind, and a dozen others 
were swept from thoir foundations by the 
deluge of water. At least eighteen lives 
were lost. Every stream in the surround­ 
ing country has overflowed and a number 
of bridges on tho St. Louis and San Fran­ 
cisco railroad havo boon swept away. At 
Neosho the storm did great damage. 
Three bodies wero found lodged in drift­ 
wood at tho latter place, but arc unidenti­ 
fied. A number of families have lost all, 
and are destitute. 


The Oregon £l#ctlon. 


Poktlaitd, Ore., June 3.—Returns from 
Monday’s elections are still Incomplete, 
and it will be twonty-four hours before 
the definite results are kuowu. Ex-Gover­ 
nor Pennoyer hos been elected mayor of 
Portland by a plurality of about 1,900.

Returns from tho Interior show large 
Populist gains in nearly overy county In 
the state. The Republicans have elected

congress from the First district, while the 
Second district is still in doubt. 


Qwiy Admits McKinley’s Nomination. 
W ashington, June 2.—It is now stated, 
on what appears to bo excellent authority, 
that Senator Quay will cast tho voto of 
Pennsylvania for Major McKinley on tho 
first ballot at St. Louis. Senator Quay’s 
name will have boeu presented to the con­ 
vention as a candidate for the nomination. 
He will thus have carried out the pledges 
he gave to the other presidential candi­ 
dates. When Pennsylvania is called, with 
the certainty that McKinley’s nomination 
will be an accomplished fact on tho first 
ballot, Senator Quay will soe to it that 
Pennsylvania gets tho credit of casting 
the decisive voto.

Tho crime 
was committed in February, 1879, and for 
sixteen years was enveloped in mystery.

bly as 111 paid as any kind of Intellec- 
tual workers. The professional chess 
player who earns by his play more than 
a decent, modest living Is a highly suc- 
cessful man. An expert may be hired 
to run a chess automaton and play with 
all comers at a salary less than some 
typewriters earn. There are in all the 
world probably less than half a hun- 
dred highly skilled professional chess 
players. 


A few professional chess players are 


men of means, but for the most part 
the passion for the game leads the pro- 
fessional player to put aside material 
considerations In order to follow his 
bent. Some of the best-known players 
dress shabbily and live plainly. The 
ablest and most successful usually eke 
out their Incomes made directly from 
the game by writing on chess, discuss- 
ing problems, and the like. 
Books 


on chess succeed one another rap- 
Idly, but none has a large sale. They 
are costly to produce, and the stereo- 
type plates are of small value. The 
aggregate of considerable prizes of- 
fered in chess contests throughout the 
world amounts In any one year to only 
a few thousand dollars, and a, stake 
of a thousand is a large one. Amateurs, 
who far outnumber the professionals, 
provide the purses and meet the ex- 
penses of the match games. St. Peters- 
burg is an important chess center, ami 
there the traveling expenses of the pro- 
fessionals are made up by the local 
clubs. 


Professional chess players are rarely 


men of liberal education, and usually 
men of one idea. Chess has been the 
diversion of great and broad-minded 
men, but it is commonly the business of 
men devoted to one idea. The profes- 
sional chess player seems tireless in the 
pursuit of the game. One whose duty 
It was to play six hours a day with all 
comers at a place of amusement was 
accustomed to follow his day's work 
with two hours of laborious study of 
special chess problems.

An insolent conductor on a line oi 
trolley oars that runs from Seattle, 
Wash., along the shore of Green Lake, 
got a setback the other day that was 
as effective as novel, according to tho 
New-York Sun.

A company is being formed, 
with 
$500,000 capital, to operate a line of 
such vehicles between Ashcroft and 
Barkcrville, British Columbia, a dis­ 
tance of some 200 miles. 
Ashcroft is 
on the line of railway, and Barker- 
ville is in the heart of the gold region. 
There is a fine wajjon road the whole 
length of the route, and at present a 
big business is being done by horse 
stage lines. 
But in tho Cariboo coun­ 
try everything the horses eathas to be 
imported at a heavy expense, and the 
*oad runs through such a mountain­ 
ous region the horses do not last long. 
The company thinks it can handle the 
business 
of both 
passengers and 
freight, including the ore output of 
the mines, with an adaptation of one 
of the oil motor wagons that has been 
designed for use on this route, and at 
a much cheaper rate than by the pres­ 
ent horse stages. The Provincial Leg­ 
islature has been asked to pass a bill 
granting the company the privilege of 
operating horseless carriages on all 
the main routes in the Cariboo region. 
By Governmental direotion the wag* 
ons are to be constructed with extra 
wide tires in order that their use may 
be beneficial rather than injurious to 
the roads. 
While oil motors are to be 
used for the present, the company b#« 
lievea it will toon be able to adopt

a rival. Not, indeed, in fame, 
J __ V nor in the hearts of the peo­ 
ple. 
In those respects it 
will ever stand unrivalled. 
But, in 
size, at least, a rival is now being 
made ready for a massive belfry in the 
suburbs of Cincinnati, where it is 
soon to ring out the loudest peal that 
has ever vibrated upon the free air of 
America. 
Tho new bell is to weigh 
nearly fifteen tons, and the great bell 
in the cathedral at Montreal, hitherto 
the largest on the American continent, 
weighs less than thirteen tons. 
The 
largest in England, the Westminster 
bell, weighs about the same, while one 
in Vienna, the largest in actual use in 
Europe, weighs about twenty tons. 
The monster of Moscow, which lies 
broken and prostrate, weighed more 
than 200 tons, but it was simply 
a huge mistake, which having failed 
as a bell is now used as a chapel. 
It 
is stated, too, that thero is a mon- 
stronsity somewhere in China that 
weighs about sixty tons. 


The great Chinese cat call is said to 
be about fourteen feet in height and 
shaped like a barrel. 
The Cincinnati 
bell, which is modelled alter a bell in 
Erfurt, Prussia, is 
accounted the 
sweetest in the world, is seven feet 
in height and nino in diameter at the 
base. 
The clapper will weigh 640 
poudds. 
It is stipulated that the bell 
shall be so poised that' one man can 
ring it.

It will bo noticed that great sym- i 
metry has been attained by this ar-i 
rangement. 
Tho eagle is opposite 
the tiara, and tho American flag to tho 
Papal ensign; the seal of the United 
States corresponds to that of Rome, 
and the same artistic balance is main­ 
tained in all the parts. 


This ornamentation of bells is a pe­ 
culiar and difficult task. 
The decora­ 
tions must be in relief to avoid inter­ 
fering with the tone. The medallions, 
for example, after being designed by 
the artist, and passing through a whole 
series of transformations, must at last 
be accurately impressed upon the clay 
of the mould, an operation requiring 
great dexterity. 


The metal used is the usual alloy oi 
copper and tin in the ratio of 78 to, 
22. 
No other metals or proportions 
give so satisfactory a result. 
The 
idea that an admixture of silver wil) 
sweeten the tone is a popular de­ 
lusion. 


From the foundry the bell will be 
taken to a vacant space adjoining 
Federa1 square, there to be exhibited 
for a month. 
Finally, before being 
placed in position, tho great bell will 
be consecrated according to the Roman 
Catholic custom. 
The bell will then 
be raised to the belfry, where it is to 
be mounted in connection with a 
chime of twenty-six smaller bells, yet 
to be cast. 


A novel feature in the proposed 
peal of bells will be its connection, 
by an ingenious 
device, with tho

Tho ornamentation of the Cincin­ 
nati bell is believed to be more elab­ 
orate than that of any other in exist­ 
ence. 
Civic and ecclesiastical decora­ 
tions will both have place, making it 
at once an emblem oi patriotic feeling 
and a consecrated instrument of wor­ 
ship. Encircling the body of the bell, 
just above the sounding blow, 
is 
the Latin text of the Lord’s prayer in 
true Gothic characters about seven 
inches high. 
Above this, on the civic 
half, the American ea^le hovers over 
the great seal of the United States. 
Beneath this is the seal of Ohio, 
pierced by the staffs that support tho 
Stars and Stripes, which fall in grace­ 
ful folds on either side; and beneath 
this is the seal of the city of Cincin­ 
nati. 
Medallions of the deceased 
donor and family complete the design. 
On the ecclesiastical half, under the 
surmounting tiara, is a medallion of 
Pope Leo XIII., with his seal beneath 
it. 
Just below is the medallion of the 
Right Rev. William Henry Elder, 
Archbishop 
of Cincinnati, through 
which are crossed the stalls of the 
Papal banners. 
Right and left of this 
medallion are two others—of Arch­ 
bishop Purcell and Bishop Fenwick, 
the first Bishop of Cincinnati, 
Be­ 
neath the central medallion is one of 
Yicar-General Albrink.

A 'Destructive Storm. 


A most detractive atom pawed over 
portion* of this county and also portions 
of York county, Pa., and Carroll county, 
Md., list Thursday about BOOB. 


In the vicinity of Abbottstown the 
•torn did considerable damage. At the 
farm of Joseph Wolf, about two dozen 
apple trees were blown over and the roof 
of the large barn waa torn off and the 
gable end clown in. The new barn of 
Frederick Lillich, was also completely 
wrecked, aod a large number of apple 
trees on the farm of Samuel Nagle were 
uprooted. 
A. house belonging to Chas. 


Hull, was moved a few laches from its 
foundation. 


The barn on the farm of Rev. A. S. 


Hartnian, near Littlestown. was blown 
down and the house badly damaged. 


In the vicinity of Bonneanville a num- 


ber of small buildings were somewhat 
damaged. 


At Barney, the house of Enhraim Hess 


was destroyed, some of the furniture be- 
ing carried a half mile away. The kitch- 
en stove was blown into the middle of 
the road. The house and shop of Frank 
Null were unroofed, also the house and 
barn of John Koontz and the house and 
barn of Mr. Halm. There was consider- 
able other damage done to outbuildings, 
trees and fences. 


In the vicinity of Hanover the princi- 


pal damage was done in the southern 
part of Penn township, near Krentzler's 
school house, where a strip nearly two 
miles long was devastated by the storm, 
with force that showed it to have been a 
veritable cyclone. Three barns were de- 
stroyed, two badly damaged, orchards 
blown down, and a passage torn through 
a heavy piece of timber. Great white oak 
trees offered no resistance to the storm 
in its chosen path. For a width of about 
200 yards, nothing was left standing. 
The trunks of the largest trees were twis- 
ted off, and the upper parts rolled about 
like playthings, limbs and boughs being 
bereft of their leaves. 


AH along the course of the storm fen- 


ces were blown down and trees uprooted. 
A roar accompanied the passing of the 
storm like that of a heavy railroad train. 
Luckily no person was hurt by the storm, 
and no live stock injured. The course of 
the Btonn was northeast. 


At Wrightsville, the roof of a school 


building was blown off, the steeple of 
the U. B. church and of the engine house 
were twisted,the houses of Howard Abel, 
J. M. Bucher, David Strickler, and J. L. 
Kerr were badly damaged. Four frame 
dwellings of Mr. Kerr were also unroof- 
ed. 


A boy named David Poff made a nar- 


now escape, being badly bruised by be- 
ing caught under a falling lumber pile. 


At Columbia, the rolling mill was dam- 
aged to the extent of f80,000. Isaac Hav 
erstick, a puddler, was killed by being 
caught under a pipe and scalded by es- 
caping steam. Percy Ziegler was fatally 
hurt. A number of others were injured, 
thirty-two being treated at the hospital. 


From Eastern Pennsylvania come re- 
ports of destruction. Three men are re- 
ported killed in Mountgomery county, 
while at Bethlehem high waters added 
terror to the wind storm. In the vicin- 
ity of Amber, it is said $100,000 worth of 
property-was destroyed.

IiATlS TURKEYS.

need to feel discouraged about those 
that come later in the season.

in better condition than some hatched 
a month earlier and on whose bringing

We did not market these late birds 
J until after the Christmas holidays, 
but they brought a better price then 
than the early hatched birds sold for 
at Thanksgiving, when the market was 
[flwamped by an enormous supply of 
birds, fit and unfit, which many tur­ 
key raieers have mistakenly rushed for- 
I ward.—New York World* 


GRUBS IN A COW’S BACH. 


These large white grubs are the 
larvie of the cattle bot fly, known as 
hypodermA bovis, a large fly that 
buzzes around cattle in the months of 
| July and August, laying its eggs on 
the hair as does the horse bot fly, 
¡The cattle, licking themselves, take off 
the eggs, which are swallowed, and 
turning to small grubs in the stomach 
they begin to bore their way through 
the stomach into the muscles of the 
back, where 
they 
lie, 
breathing 
through a small hole made in the 
ekin, and living on the pus secreted 
in consequence 
of 
tho irritation 
caused by them. 
They will soon force 
their way out of their burrows in the 


cowf, and fall to the ground, into 
which they bore their way and change 
to a pupa or chrysalis, changingto the 
fly in the late summer. 
To kill them 
jVit this time of the year, squeeze them 
out of the hole and crush them. 
If 
this is not done easily, enlarge the 
whole somewhat by cutting with a 
sharp knife. 
If this were done by all 
concerned, there would be an end of 
this pest, which it is said, damages 
the hides of cattle to the extent of 
$20,000,000 yearly in the whole of 
North America.—New York Times. 


fresh sap. 
One sample produced by 
boiling two quarts of sap in a largo 
glassbeakeruntil.it was thick sirup, 
without addition of sap and without 
skimming, had little more color than 
the sap from which it had been made. 
This sap was from covered buckets, 
and was thoroughly strained through 
cloth before boiling. 


Sap filtered through quartz sand pro­ 
duced a sirup in no way superior to 
tho preceding, while 
one 
filtered 
through boneblack lostulmost entirely 
the characteristic maple flavor. 


Sap mixed with rain water gave a 
sirup objectionably dark colored. 


Dark sugars contained 1 ess saccharose 
and more reducing sugars than light 
sugars, and had a much lower purity 
coefficient.—Scientific American. 


MAKING UP A TIMETABLE, 


INFLUENCE OP CLIMATE ON FOLIAGE. 
Professor Strasburger is 
one of 
I those eminent European botanists to 
whom students in plant life have 
looked up to as among their greatest 
teachers, and it is therefore with some 
(surprise that Americans read a recent 
!paper of his in connection with the in­ 
fluence of climate on the structure of 
leaves. 
He takes for an illustration 
the European beech. 
He says that 
when the beech produces its leaves in 
the deep shade cf the forest, they are 
larger and finer than tho leaves of the 
same tree exposed to full sunlight, and 
from this he deduces a general princi­ 
ple that abundance of sunlight to a 
I dry atmosphere is the reason why 
leaves are thick and small. 
Yet it 
| has been for over a quarter of a cen­ 
tury placed on record and admitted as 
Ian undeniable fact that, in the ciue of 
[allied species of European and Ameri­ 
can trees, the leaves of tho American 
are larger and thinner than the leaves 
of the European. 
The American lin­ 
den has larger and thinner leaves than 
the European linden. 
So has the 
American sweet ohestnut, American 
oak, American buttonwood or syca­ 
more, and, in fact, all American trees 
that have close European allies. 
And 
yet no one will contend for a moment 
that the English climate is dryer, or 
that there is more light or more long- 
continued sunlight in England than 
America. 
It is unfortunate when 
#reat authorities like Strasburger at­ 
tempt to found great scientific truths 
on such slender materials.—Meehan’s 
Monthly, 


SELECTION OF APPLES FOR PLANTING. 
In tho selection of varieties of apples 
for planting a commercial orchard,the 
wants of the marked whero tho fruit is 
to be sold requires consideration. 
In 
localities near to largo towns where 
usually a quick and steady market can 
be found for summer and autumn 
apples, early varieties will be found 
most profitable for the reason thal 
early varieties come 
into bearing 
young, are more productive, and are 
handled with less trouble and expense. 
Early sortn are quickly perishable and 
cannot be held over for future sales as 
readily ae winter varieties, in case of o 
glut in the market. 


Few varieties of apples have a wid* 
general adaptation for 
commercial 
planting. 
The intending planter ol 
an orchard oan do no better than con* 
suit his neighbors who are practical 
fruit growers and find out what 
varieties succeed best and pay the 
most dollars with them. 
Sometimes a 
variety with only a looal reputation, 
known only within a limited ranse o\ 
territory, succeeds far better within 
its range than any of the standard 
sor tf*. 
Where such varieties have been 
well tested and can be obtained, planl 
a fair proportion of them. 
As a rule, 
it is better to purchase nursery stock 
propogated as near as possible (othei 
conditions being equal) to the placo 
where it is to be finally i)lanfcod. 
U 
sometimes requires a number of yeara 
for young trees to recover, if they 
ever do fully, from abrupt changes in 
climate and soil. 
If tree3 are to be 
procured from a distance it is bettei 
to buy those grown farthest to thi 
north in preference to those grown to 
the south. 


Buy nursery stock direct from the 
grower when possible, as there is less 
likelihood of getting varieties not true 
to name. 
Varieties sometimes get un* 
accountably mixed and mistakes often 
occur with the most carefully nursery« 
men. 
When stock passes through the 
hands of one or more dealers who 
generally know little and care less 
about 
names, the 
danger is still 
greater. 
Insist on 
receiving the 
varieties ordered and do not let the 
nurseryman substitute some 
othei 
variety “equally as good” that you 
know nothing about, for nine times 
out of ten it will be a sort that nobody 
cares to know anything about. —Ameri 
can Agriculturist. 


MAPLE SUGAR. 


In the last issue of the Experiment 
Station Eecord, Volume 7, No. 2, 
tome interesting data are given con» 
ierning maple sugar and sirup, which 
'ere taken from the New Hampshire 
lixneriment Station Bulletin No, 25. 
iMescrs. A. H. Wood and F. W. Morse 
•eported their conclusions based upon 
the analyses of twenty-six samples of 
iaple sirup and of nineteen samples 
taple sugar. 
Their conclusions are 
given as follows: 


Experiments in letting sap stand for 
several *' i before boiling, filtering 
>ap, and ■ 
pid and slow evaporation

¿ive effect on the compo- 
>ition ol 
,o sirup. 


The sijjps from soft maples were 
lomewhc* inferior to those of rock 
taples t th in color and flavor, 
Boilin, the sajj did not seem to af* 
feet the jolor of the sirup, but in- 
iured its flavor. 
Sap that was kepi 
tve davs and then boiled gave one of 
the lightest colored samples produced. 


The rapidity of boiling had little 
influence on the color, samples of 
>irup from saps that we allowed to 
»lowly simmer away being as light 
solored as those fjrom similar saps 
>oiUd rapidly. 
The lightest colored samples were 
>roduced by boiling a quantity of sap 
ttil tiuished, without addition of 


FAim AND GARDEN NOTES. 


A great deal of soft corn is given to 
hogs which might much more profit 
ably be given to cows that are giving 
milk. 


There is considerable nutrition in 
the succulent cob of soft corn, and 
this is lost when the pig gets it. Give 
it to the cows. 


Sweet corn oan be readily saved for 
seed, even while green, if the ear is 
out from the stalk and hung up to 
dry. It is still better if exposed, with 
the husk stripped f;jm it, but at­ 
tached to the butt, to a temperature 
of 120 degrees. 


It is the usual practice because most 
convenient to roll fields by going 
around the whole or dividing into sep­ 
arate lands. 
But there are frequent 
occasions, especially in the fall, where 
ono part of a plowed field is better for 
being rolled, while other parts do bet­ 
ter if left rough as the drill or drag 
has filled them. 


Hogs get too much corn on mosl 
farms. 
They will fatten better on f 
more varied ration, 
Oows rechew all 
their food, and will waste very little 
if they are fed soft corn, 
It is an ex- 
cellentfood to make rich milk, though 
of course care must be taken not to 
feed enough to fatten the cow, 
This 
rarely happens when the cow is a good 
milker. 


Objectionable trees are killed in the 
best way by stripping the bark from 
them for a few feet from the ground 
just when the foliage is fully expand­ 
ed in the spring. Leave the tree stand 
as it will, then continue to draw on 
the store house of the roots for sup* 
plies, without adding anything to it. 
When fall comes the roots are ex­ 
hausted, and if the trees be cut down 
then no sprouts are likely to succeed 
it. 


All food is composed of certain well- 
defined elements or compounds, Milk 
and flesh—including in the term flesh 
all that goes to build up the body ol 
an animal—milk and flesh are roughlj

—Tho Use of Strings. 


T~T~T O the average man a railway

time-table is a more or less 
1 
perplexing thing, from which 


*6 
tho desired information can 
only bo arrested after much careful 
study. 
Even when all seems plain 
sailing a little asterisk often carries 
the traveler to tho bottom of tho page 
with diabolical glee, and there informs 
him that the train upon which ho has 
set his heart runs only Sundays, or 
does not run Saturdays, or in some 
other way upsets his plans. 
Railway 
men say that time-tables are simpler 
than they were ten years ago. 


The operation of making up a time­ 
table is a comparatively simple one as 
pursued by most roads. 
As a rule,the 
passenger time-table is made up twice 
a year, for the summer and winter 
seasons. 
In the General Superm- 
tendent*« room in the Grand Central 
Station there stands a huge time 
board, which has made up a great 
manv tables for the New York Central 
_ 
_ 
and Hudson Biver Bailroad. 
It occu­ 
pies half ono side of the room, and 
extends from the floor to the ceiling. 
Upon it are ruled vertically twenty- 
four heavy black lines, the space be­ 
tween each of which represents one 
hour. 
Between these are smaller 
black lines, which cut the hour up into 
spaces 
of five 
minutes each, the 
quarter-hours being green and the half- 
hours blue. 
From tho bottom of the 
board, extending upward, the names 
of all the stations on the line are 
printed along the side. 
They are at 
varying intervals, corresponding to the 
distance in miles between each station. 
From each station a heavy black line 
runs horizontally across the board. 
When a table is made up, a pin is 
stuck in the interval at the bottom of 
the board, representing the exact 
time at which each train starts. 
An­ 
other pin is placed at the interval 
representing the time at which it will 
arrive. 
A string is then stretched 
from one pin to the other, nnd repre­ 
sents the passage of the train. 
The 
points at which the string intersects 
tho horizontal lines leading across the 
board from the differeut stations repre­ 
sent the time at which it will pass each 
station, 


Trains running into New York are 
represented by strings running from 
left to right, and those going out are 
shown from right to left. 
Supposing 
it is desired to start a train from New 
York at 4 o’clock which will arrive at 
Albany by 8 o’clock, a pin is placed at 
tho 4: o’clock line at the bottom of the 
board and another at the S o’clock 
line opposite Albany. 
All the hori­ 
zontal lines cut by the string which 
stretches from pin to pit. will show 
the time of arrival at each station on 
the route. 
The faster the train the 
neaier to verticle is the string, while 
the slower it is the greater angle will 
the string make with the horizontal 
lines across the board. 
When the 
trains are all placed on the board it 
presents a perfect network of strings. 
Intricate as it appears, a finger can in­ 
stantly be put upon the time of ar­ 
rival of a train at any given station. 
The movements of all trains are thus 
shown for the 
whole 
twenty-four 
hours, and any discrepancy is immedi* 
ately apparent, such as trains running 
dangerously close together. 


This simplicity is only found on 
roads with four or six tracks. 
Whore 
there is only a single track, the board 
is muoh more complex. 
As soon as 
tho tables are shown on the board, and 
everything is seen to be all right, the 
results aro printed in the time-tables, 
and the board is rarely used until an* 
other table is make up. 
Where there 
is only ono track the strings are al­ 
ways kept on tho board, which is in 
constant use. 


Freight trains are not often run on 
regular time. 
They are generally 
sent out by tho train dispatcher a3 
soon as they are made up and the road 
is clear. 
Some freights are, however, 
run on regular time, while the others, 
called extras, have to get along when 
they can, sidetracking when they 
would be in the way of passenger 
trains. 


All tho calculations on the big time 
board are made upon the assumption 
that the train travels at a uniform 
speed throughout. 
When the rate of 
travel is not tho same, owing to heavy 
grades or the like, allowances have to 
bo made at those points whero the 
speed is lessened. 
The use of thu 
board is not necessary when local 
trains are temporarily put on or oii, 
and it is fully strung up only twice a 
year.—New York Tribune.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY DISPUTE, 


England Seeks iSnsy »Access to the 
Kich Yukon Gold FicUlsu 


Tho time is not far distant when, for 
the fourth time, the United States will 
become involved in an international 
boundary dispute. This time it will 
a ¿rain be with Great Britain, aiul tho 
question at issue will be tho exact lo­ 
cation of the boundary line between 
southeastern Alaska and British Co­ 
lumbia. When the Russians transfer­ 
red Alaska to tho United States in 
1SGT it was understood that the ques­ 
tion of boundary was definitely set­ 
tled. The authority for this belief was 
the treaty between Russia and Great 
Britain, made in 1S25. In this treaty 
it was agreed that the boundary of 
southeastern Alaska should be on the 
south, tlie lino which later in the ad­ 
ministration of Polk became so well 
known in the popular expression: “Fif­ 
ty-four forty* or fight.” From Port­ 
land Channel, which indents the coast 
at this point, tho line extending north 
always ton marine leagues from the 
ocean. Tho western boundary of tho 
main body of Alaska was fixed at the 
141st degree of west longitude, placing 
it forever beyond dispute. 


Since that treaty the question of 
boundary has not been raised until 
within the last few years. When Sec­ 
retary Seward paid Rusia $7,200,000 in 
gold for what was then popularly sup­ 
posed to be an arctic wilderness few 
people thought that the vast area of 
land would ever be of suillcient im­ 
portance to even lend dignity to an in­ 
ternational dispute. But since two of 
its smallest islands alone have con­ 
trolled the sealskin supply of the world 
and its salmon fisheries have supplied 
the market and gold mines have been 
discovered in Alaska, the people of the 
United States have been slowly forced 
to acknowledge the wisdom and fore­ 
sight of Lincoln’s Secretary of State in 
acquiring this 
valuable 
possession. 
Not so slow has England been in real­ 
izing tho situation and the possibility 
of her gaining control of the interior 
gold fields. 


The United States asserts that the 
boundary line runs parallel to the wind­ 
ing of the bays and inlets indenting 
the coast, always ten marine leagues 
from salt water. 
The two construc­ 
tions held to by England are: 1. That 
ten marine leagues from the ocean 
means that distance from the outer 
coast line of the many islands along 
the coast In this case the line would 
In many places not even reach the main­ 
land. Another English construction of 
the treaty is that the boundary should 
be measured from the general coast 
line of the capes and points of land of 
the mainland. The claim of tlie United 
States is simply for a strip of land thir­ 
ty miles wide extending from the main 
body of Alaska to Portland Channel. 


What England really wants is a sea­ 
port at tho entrance of the interior 
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country. All her claims to the southern 
boundary are but a cloak to cover her 
real design. Once established at Taku 
Inlet, or the head of Lynn Canal, Eng­ 
land will hold tlie key to tlie vast in­ 
terior gold country. These two inlets 
are to the interior of Alaska what Gib­ 
raltar is to the Mediterranean. Along 
the unbroken coast they are the only 
openings through which it is possible 
to reach the Yukon country and the in­ 
terior. There can be little doubt that 
by setting up the southern boundary 
claim England hopes by a compromise 
to obtain seaports at one or both of 
these inlets. In the controversy Eng­ 
land can lo^e nothing she now pus-esses, 
but hopes to gain valuable territory.

The next thing 
to come, suggests the New Orleans 
Picayune, may be the refusal of life 
insurance compances to take risks on 
the lives of bicycle riders.

DECAY OF GRASS BOOTS. 


Every iime the ground freezes and 


ttaws many grass roots near the sur- 
face are snapped from the ,main stem. 
It is doubtless the decay of these which 
contributes to the increase of fertility 
when fields are kept in grass. Some 
of the grasses, and especially the clov- 
ers, run out after one or two years. 
The decay of their roots in the soil 
ielps to make the more hardy and en- 
during varieties more thrifty. 
We 


are apt to think that a sod, so far as 
its roots are concerned, is a constant 
quantity from year to year. But if 
•we could examine it every spring we 
should probably find that many of its 
roots have dropped off, and will have 
to be replaced durisg the growing sea- 
eon.—Boston Cultivator. 


KEEHKG SHEEP. 


Unless making a specialty of early 


lambs for the marker, there is no ob- 
ject in having them come beforeApril. 
3y that time the weather is warmer, 
the grass has started and the condi- 
tions o* growth are more favorable in 
every way; and, with all young stock, 
it, is quite an item to procures strong, 
vigorous growth from the start. 


Xeep only the ewes; sell off all the 


wethers as soon as in a marketable 
condition. 
With the average farmer 


who is keeping only a small nnmber 
of sheep, the increase is largely the 
source of profit. Market, too, -the 
scrub ewes. Do not keep too many, 
but keep welL 


Not for a long time have sheep been 


culled as closely as they are now. 
Prom this a benefit will ariee in two 
ways—there is a decided improvement 
in quality, and the smaller number 
will enhance the chances for profit. 
Even now real good sheep pay, and 
the prospects are bright for a better 
profit another season. 


There is no other farm stock so 


profitable as sheep for the amount of 
money and care involved, excepting, 
perhaps, poultry, and none so accept- 
able for domestic consumption. Were 
it not for the multitude of dogs which 
roam abroad in all places, sheep wonld 
be kept everywhere in small flocke, as 
they were a generation ago.—Wis-, 
consin Agriculturist.

FLOWEBING PLANTS' ENEMIES. 


"In time of peace prepare for war" 


has a special application to tbe foes ol 
the plant. They are so nearly invis- 
ible that one must be continually 
seeking and have at hand the needed 
remedy, for delays are always danger- 
ous. 
Prompt action with the propei 


remedies is the only safeguard. 


House plants are far more liable to 


be infested with insects than those in 
the garden on account of the warm, 
close atmosphere, which is favorable 
to their rapid increase. The red spider, 
green fly and mealy bug are the most 
common. 
When a plant becomes 


brown and sickly looking this condi- 
tion is generally the work of the red 
spider, which feeds, on the juices ol 
the plant—a minute insect but a 
powerful worker. He especially loves 
fuchsias and salvias. To destroy him 
use clear water and use liberally two 
or three times a day. 
Water does 


more to drive away this pest than anv- 
thing else, if used thoroughly and per- 
sistently. 
An occasional sprinkling 


does no good. The mealy bug is a 
white mealy or downy-looking insect, 
that is troublesome to both house and 
garden plants. The application of fir 
oil is fatal to this insect. A pint of 
oil is mixed with five gallons of water 
and sprayed upon the plant. 
The 


little flies which are often seen hover- 
ing around pot plants are hatched 
from white worms in the soil. Lime 
water will kill these worms and thus 
prevent further trouble from flies. 
To prepare it take two tablespoonfuis 
of nnslacked lime and three quarts of 
boiling water; when settled pour ofl 
the' clear liquid, and when cold 
thoroughly moisten the soiL You can 
jrid your plants of lice by fumigating 
them with tobacco or by showering 
with tobacco tea. For the tea use a 
talfrspoonful of tobacco to a quart of 
water; steep and cool; spray the 
plant. Pelargoniums are very apt to 
get lousy. 


Aphie, green fly,caterpillar,slugs and 


rose bugs are ail enemies of the rose. 
The rose bug is easily exterminated, 
owing to its sensitiveness to heat. 
Water warmed to the temperature of 
122 degrees will kill this annoying 
pest without in the least injuring the 
foliage of the roses. For mildew dust 
with sulphur, also dig a little soot 
into the soil. The loss of old wood in 
rose pruning rids the plant of its fun- 
gus and insect enemies by destroying 
many of their spores and eggs. 


Frost, I think, should be considered 


an enemy of plants as well as unclean 
foliage, for plants will not thrive when 
their leaves, which are their 1 nags, are 
covered with dust.—Saja- Francisco

EXTBA-EAKIiY POTATOES. 


The potato is a hardy plant when it 


is protected from actual freezing. In- 
deed the tubers will survive without 
injury when the ground in which they 
lie is actually frozen. This immunity 
is due to the fact that the water in the 
potatoes holds some matters in solu- 
tion, and solutions do not freeze at the 
actual freezing point of pure water. 
Thus in the South potatoes may be 
planted during February or early 
March, when the ground is free from 
frost and dry enough to turn a good 
furrow. 
The seed is put in in tbe 


usual manner, but covered with a dou- 
ble ridge as a protection against the 
possible freezing of the soil. As soon 
as the risk of frost is over, the ridge 
is leveled down with the Acme nar- 
row, leaving the surface in the finest 
condition; a light, sloping tooth bar- I 
row is used after that and until the po-: 
tatoes are too large. 
If dacyer of a, 


late frost is imminent, a furrow is j 
thrown over the yoaag plank, or this 
may be done anyhow, as it encouragos 
root growth and certainly increases 
the product This method is used only 
for the early crop, the main planting 
being made in May and op to first of 
July for succession. The seed may be 
kept in the Terr best condition and 
quite dormant until July by putting 
the tubers two feet in the ground and 
covering them to exclude air. Where 
the ground is deeply covered with 
enow and never frozen during the win- 
ter, as in Northern Wisconsin and 
Michigan, the planting may be done 
w aoofl as the crop is harvested, tbe 


FAEM AND GABPEK KOTES. 


See that the yards are kept dry and 


well littered with straw or ronghage, 
if you wish clean, healthful stock and 
a good crop of manure. 


When the pigs come in cold weath- 


er, put a hot rock in a barrel of hay 
and keep the pigs in it, except while 
they are nursing; which should be as 
often as once an hour. 


The best of roses must noc be ex- 


pected in light, sandy soil. They de- 
light in heavy clay soil and rich feed. 
If your soil is candy, try and strength- 
en your rose beds with clay. 


When the mni is knee-deep, or half 


that, the cows are better in the stable 
than roaming over the fields picking 
up a few mouths-full of frozen fodder 
that may have escaped their search 
last fall. 


Feed the hens a liberal quantity of 


chapped lean beef, or liver, or other 
fresh meat. This is needed to supply 
the nutriment by eating insects in the 
summer, but which is'wanting in the 
winter.

Chestnut trees can be raised from 


the nuts. 
They may be planted in 


the fall as soon as ripe, or kept till the 
following spring and planted thec. 
If held till spring they should be kept 
in a coo:, moist place, stored in sand, 
for instance, or they wil! become dry 
and hard. We know of some that 
bore a few nuts the seventh year from 
planting and increased in the amount 
of their yield each year. 


Poultry intended for the table should 


be pat in a coop by themselves for 
about two weeks, feeding them princi- 
pally on old wheat with plenty ol 
water. Then when they are fat select 
the best, kill and dress them and hang 
up by the legs for a day so that they 
will drain thoroughly; see that they 
are kept in a cool place. If this it 
done yon will find the flesh juicy and 
better.

poultry is not properly understood by 
many housekeepers, and if they do 
know they forget to pat their knowl- 
edge into practice.

A <Destructive Storm. 


A most destructive storm passed over 
portions of this county and also portions 
of York county, Pa., and Carroll county, 
Md., last Thursday about noon. 


In the vicinity of Abbottstown the 
storm did considerable damage. At the 
fsrm of Joseph Wolf, about two dozen 
apple trees were blown over and tbe roof 
of the large bsrn was torn off and the 
gable end mown In. The new barn of 
Frederick Lillicli, was also completely 
wrecked, and a large number of apple 
trees on the farm of Samuel Nagle were 
uprooted. 
A house belonging to Chas. 
Hull, was moved a few inches from its 
foundation. 


The barn on tbe farm of Rev. A. S. 
Hartman, near Littlestown. was blown 
down and the house badly damaged. 


In the vicinity of Bonneauville a num­ 
ber of small bnildings were somewhat 
damaged. 
. 


At Harney, the house of Ephraim Hess 
was destroyed, some of the furniture be* 
ing carried a half mile away. The kitch* 
en stove was blown into the middle of 
the road. The house and shop of Prank 
Null were unroofed, also the house and 
barn of John Koontz and the house and 
barn of Mr. Hahn. There was consider­ 
able other damage done to outbuildings, 
trees and fences. 


In the vicinity of Hanover the princi­ 
pal damage was done in tbe southern 
part of Penn township, near Krentzler's 
school house, where a strip nearly two 
miles long was devastated by the storm, 
with force that showed it to have been a 
veritable cyclone. Three barns were de­ 
stroyed, two badly damaged, orchards 
blown down, and a passage torn through 
a heavy piece of timber. Great white oak 
trees offered no resistance to the storm 
in its chosen path. For a width of about 
200 yards, nothing was left standing. 
The trunks of the largest trees were twis­ 
ted off, and the upper parts rolled about 
like playthings, limbs and boughs being 
bereft of their leaves. 


All along the course of the storm fen­ 
ces were blown down and trees uprooted. 
A roar accompanied the passing of the 
storm like that of a heavy railroad train. 
Luckily no person was hurt by the storm.

“Resolved, That the use of the bicycle 
should be covered by additional cost 
or a reduction of the amount of death 
and indemnity benefits, and it is rec­ 
ommended that this be provided for 
by either of the following methods: 
1. The adequate increase of premiums 
.to cover tho added risk; or, 2. 
The 
classification, an occupation of bicycle 
riders in a class twice as hazardous as 
tho preferred risk. 
3. That benefits 
by accidents by bicycle riding be 
'Specifically reduced. 
4. The includ­ 
ing of bicycling under the policies to 
be covered only by specific permits at 
an extra premium.” The next thing 
to come, suggests tho New Orleans 
Picayune, may be the refusal of life 
insurance compances to take risks on 
tho lives of bicycle riders. 


Perhaps the most curious incident 
growing out of opposition to railway 
monopoly is found up in Minnesota.

DECAY OF GRASS BOOTS. 


Every lime the ground freezes and 
thaws many grass roots near the sur­ 
face are snapped from the main stem. 
It is doubtless the decay of these which 
contributes to the increase of fertility 
when fields are kept in grass. 
Some 
of the grasses, and especially the clov­ 
ers, run out after one or two years. 
The decay of their roots in the soil 
helps to make the more hardy and en­ 
during varieties more thrifty. 
We 
are apt to think that a sod, so far as 
its roots are concerned, is a constant 
quantity from year to year. 
But if 
we could examine it every spring we 
should probably find that many of its 
roots have dropped off, and will have 
to be replaced during the growing sea­ 
son.—Boston Cultivator.

KEEPING SHEEP. 


Unless making a specialty of early 
lambs for the marker, there is no ob­ 
ject in having them come beforeApril. 
By that time the weather is warmer, 
the grass has started and the condi­ 
tions of growth are more favorable in 
every way; and, with all young stock, 
it is quite an item to procure a strong, 
vigorous growth from the start. 


Zeep only the ewes; sell off all the 
wethers as soon as in a marketable 
condition. 
With the average farmer 
who is keeping only a small number 
of sheep, the increase is largely the 
source of profit. 
Market, too, -the 
scrub ewes. 
Do not keep too many, 
but keep well. 


Not for a long time have sheep been 
culled as closely as they are now. 
From this a benefit will arise in two 
ways—there is a decided improvement 
in quality, and tho smaller number 
will enhance the chances for profit. 
Even now real good sheep pay, and 
the prospects are bright for a better 
profit another season. 


There is no other farm stock so 
profitable as sheep for the amount of 
money and care involved, excepting, 
perhaps, poultry, and none so accept­ 
able for domestic consumption. 
Were 
it not for the multitude of dogs which 
roam abroad in all places, sheep would 
be kept everywhere in small flocks, as 
they were a generation ago.—Wis­ 
consin Agriculturist. 


FLOWERING PLANTS’ ENEMIES. 


“In time of peace prepare for war” 
has a special application to the foes ol 
tho plant. 
They are so nearly invis* 
ible that one must be continually 
seeking and have at hand the needed 
remedy, for delays are always danger­ 
ous. 
Prompt action with the propei 
remedies is the only safeguard. 


House plants are far moro liable to 
be infested with insects than those iu 
the garden on account of tho warm, 
close atmosphere, which is favorable 
to their rapid increase. The red spider, 
green fly and mealy bug are the most 
common. 
WhGn a plant becomes 
brown and sickly looking this condi­ 
tion is generally the work of tho red 
spider, which feeds., on the juices ol 
the plant— a minute insect but a 
powerful worker. 
Ho especially loves 
fuchsias and salvias. 
To destroy him 
use clear water and use liberally two 
or three times a day. 
Water does 
more to drive away this pest than any­ 
thing else, if used thoroughly and per­ 
sistently. 
Au occasional sprinkling 
does no good. 
The mealy bug is a 
whito mealy or downy-looking insect, 
that is troublesome to both house and 
garden plants. 
The application of fir 
oil is fatal to this insect. 
A pint of 
oil is mixed with five gallons of water 
and sprayed upon the plant. 
The 
little flies which are often seen hover­ 
ing around pot plants are hatched 
from white worms in tho soil. 
Lime 
water will kill these worms and thus 
prevent further trouble from 
flies. 
To prepare it take two tablespoonfuis 
of unslacked lime and three quarts of 
boiling water; when settled pour ofl 
thej clear 
liquid, 
and when 
cold 
thoroughly moisten the soil. 
You can 
rid your plants of lice by fumigating 
them with tobacco or by showering 
with tobacco tea. 
For the tea use a 
talfc'spoonful of tobacco to a quart of 
water; steep and cool; spray the 
plant. 
Pelargoniums are very apt to 
get lousy. 


Aphis, green fly, caterpillar, slugs and 
rose bugs are all enemies of the rose. 
Tho rose bug is easily exterminated, 
owing to its sensitiveness to heat. 
Water warmed to rhe temperature of 
122 degrees will kill this annoying 
pest without in the least injuring tho 
foliage of the roses. 
For mildew dust 
with sulphur, also dig a little soot 
into the soil. 
The loss of old wood in 
rose pruning rids the plant of its fun­ 
gus and insect enemies by destroying 
many of their spores and eggs. 


Frost, I think, should be considered 
an enemy of plants as well as unclean 
foliage, for plants will not thrive when 
their leaves, which are their lungs,are 
covered with dust.—S^n* Francisco 
Chronicle.

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EXTRA-EARLY POTATOES. 


The potato is a hardy plant when it 
is protected from actual freezing. 
In­ 
deed the tubers will survive without 
injury when the ground in which they 
lie is actually frozen. 
This immunity 
is due to tho fact that the water in the 
potatoes holds some matters in solu­ 
tion, and solutions do not freeze at the 
actual freezing point of pure water. 
Thus in tho South potatoes may be 
planted during February or early 
March, when the ground is free from 
frost and dry enough to turn a good 
furrow. 
The seed is put in in the 
usual manner, but covered with a dou­ 
ble ridge as a protection against the 
possible freezing of the soil. 
As soon 
as the risk of frost is over, the ridge 
is leveled down with the Acme har­ 
row, leaving the surface in the finest 
condition; a light, sloj^ing tooth har­ 
row is used after that and until the po­ 
tatoes are too large. 
If danger of a 
late frost is imminent, a furrow is 
thrown over the young plants, or this 
may be done anyhow, as it encourages 
root growth and certainly increases 
the product. Thi& method is used only 
for the early crop, the main planting 
being made in May and up to first of 
July for succession. The seed may be 
kept in tho very best condition and 
quite dormant until July by putting 
the tubers two feet in the ground and 
covering them to exclude air. 
Where 
the ground is deeply covered with 
snow and never frozen during the win­ 
ter, as in Northern Wisconsin and 
Michigan, the planting may be done 
as booh as the crop i* harvuiUd, the 


FARM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


See that the yards are kept dry and 
well littered with straw or roughage, 
if you wish clean, healthful stock and 
a good crop of manure. 


When the pigs come in cold weath­ 
er, put a hot rock in a barrel of hay 
and keep the pigs in it, except while 
they are nursing; which should be as 
often as once an hour. 


The best of roses must not be ex- 
jjected in light, sandy soil. 
They de­ 
light in heavy clay soil and rich feed. 
If your soil is sandy, try and strength­ 
en your rose beds with clay. 


When the m ui is knee-deep, or half 
that, the cows are better in the stable 
than roaming over the fields picKing 
up a few mouths-full of frozen fodder 
that may have escaped their search 
last fall. 


Feed the hens a liberal quantity of 
chopped lean beef, or liver, or other 
fresh meat. 
This is needed to supply 
the nutriment by eating insects in tho 
summer, but which is wanting in the 
winter. 


Chestnut trees can be raised from 
the nuts. 
They may be planted in 
the fall as Eoon as ripe, or kept till the 
following spring and planted then. 
If held till spring they should be kept 
in a cool, moist pluce, stored in sand, 
for instance, or they will become dry 
and hard. 
We know of some that 
bore a few nuts the seventh year from 
planting and increased in the amount 
of their yield each year. 


Poultry intended for tho table should 
be put in a coop by themselves for 
about two weeks, feeding them princi­ 
pally on old wheat with plenty ol 
water. 
Then when they are fat select 
the best, kill and dress them and hang 
up by the legs for a day so that they 
will drain thoroughly ; see that they 
are kept in a cool place. 
If this it 
done you will find the flesh juicy and 
better* 
The way to kill and dresfc 
poultry is not properly understood by 
many housekeepers, and if they do 
know they forget to put their knowl­ 
edge into practice.

Thirty-cix Hundred People Tram- 
pled to Death. 


Moscow, Juno 1.—Half n rtiillion iK^plo 
were indulgiuR in laorryinaklnj? on Kho- 
dynskl plain, faciuK tho Pefcrovsky pttlucj 
on SAturday, whon tho forttiritios wisix) In^ 
ierruptod by atrftgio oocurrouce in which 
many livo.s woro lost. Tht> frota foast, 
whioh has ulwaya l}eeu a popular foaturi) 
of ooronaMous, has uhvays boon tho ooca- 
slon of crowding and good na^tll'od <lis- 
putos for plarP3 on the part of Uio guofifes 
of tho city, buti no such noisy doniou.stra- 
tioK waa ovor wltno^aed on tho plain as 
that whloh marlwad Saturday's monster 
gathni-ing. 


It was at first arranged to accoinmodato 
iOO.OiK) people, but in view of tho iinmeuAo 
crowds aBRomblod la and about this oity 
for the coronation fotoH extra tabloa and 
benchos -woro hastily eixxitod, and every 
fffort was made to provide soating room 
and a hearty moal for 600,000 ¡>oopl0. Twlr^a 
that number was do.^irouti of takinpr part 
In tha feast, but the authoritiod decided 
thai there juufit be h limit to the number 
to be entertained, and so the figure was 
fljced at half a million. 


To feed this multitude an army of cooks 
and waiters was gathered tofrether, and 
the army hakohouses wero tcstod to their 
utmost capacity. JFlvo hundred thousand 
mugs, each bearing portraits of tho cssar 
and cxarloa, were ordered for presentation 
to the people taking part In the great ban- 
quet. Thousands of cattle, train loads of 
provisions and ship loads of liquid refresh- 
ments wero sent to the Khodynskl plain 
during the weak. 
At dawn the crowd, 
about the tables was onorinous, and they 
were all desperately hungry, soin» of thgm 
having fasted, by choice or necessity, for 
nearly twenty-four hours. 


Various versions as to the origin of the 
stamijode and crush are current, but the 
account to which the most credence is at- 
tached Is to tho efifect that the wagons 
laden with the 500,000 souvenirs which 
wero to be dlst-rlbutecl among tho people 
were piweetllng to the Khodynslcl plain, 
followed by a multltudo of eager pwasauts, 
when the attendants, with a view to pleas- 
ing thi^ people, threw a number of tho sou- 
venirs among the crowd. There was a wild 
scramble towards the point whore they 
fell, and the news spread like wildllro that 
the difitribution hiul oommenced. This 
resulted In a headlong,|>ell mell i-ush for the 
booths where the distribution of souvenirs 
was to have l^eon made later. 


What added greatly to tho gravity of 
the disaster was the clrcumstancos that 
thoiio Ixjoths were surrounded by ditches. 
The foremost persons lu tho oncoming 
crowd fell prostrate In theso dltohea and 
the people following spoodily trampled 
them to death. Others stumbled over choir 
bodies and met the same fate. And so tho 
horror prew. The prossuro was so great 
upon tho sides of tha booths from the 
struggles of the mass of mad humanity 
that they gave way, and hundreds of people 
wore forced 'in\o them iliTough tho broken 
walls. Ono mounted gendanne near tho 
booths was litorally crushed to death, to- 
gether with his rearing and plunging 
feorso. 


Very few of the vlotims, it is announced, 
belong to the well to do classes. Nearly 
all are moujlks. or peasants, and a largo 
proportion of the dead aro women and 
children. 


Moscow, June 2.—There were 1,B77 vic- 
tims of Saturday*fi catastropho buried yes- 
terday. The bodies of thoso who were 
Identified and claimed by relatives wem 
interred In private graves, but at tho ex- 
pense of the nmnioipallty. The great num- 
ber of the unidentiiied dead wore buried lu 
eleven great trenches, each fifty yards 
long» The trenrhes wero deep, and tho 
mutilatod bodies had to be placed clobe U>- 
goihor to find room for them all. Thoro 
wero 600 workmen engaged »11 night long 
at the Vaganovskoe cemetery digglnipf tho 
treuehes.

LOUIS, Juno 3.—Tho oommitfcoo on 
municipal affairs, which has bccu investi- 
gating the damage to tho various city in- 
stitutions, visited all tho dania^od places, 
and last night reported to tho council that 
tho city hospital U a complete wreck and 
worth only what Its wrockago ^yill bring. 
The hospital and tho chapel at the poor- 
house woro destroyed, and now buildings 
will have to bo built to replace them. The 
committeo estimates that tho cost of re- 
pairs to the various other buildings will 
J>G tl ,951,000. To build a complete new 
spltal will run tho total up to 
150.000. 
1% rebuild new bridges will cost $1,550,000 
moro. 


A WEEK'S NEWS CONDENSED 


tejghteen Prowncd at Scnoca, Mo. 


SENECA, MO., June 1.—A cyclone, ac- 
eompanlod by a cloudburst of rain, fell 
upon this place at 7 o'clock Saturday night. 
Twenty-five buildings w©pe wrecked by 
the twisting wind, and a dozen others 
were swept from thoir foundations by the 
deluge of water. At least eighteen lives 
wer» lost. Every stream in the surround- 
ing country has overflowed and a number 
of bridges on the St. Louis and 8an Fran- 
cisco railroad have boon swept away. At 
Neosho tho storm 
did groat damage. 
Three bodies wero fouud lodged in drift- 
wood at tho latter placo, but arc unidenti- 
fied. A number of famlUes liaTO lost all, 
and are destitute.

CHESS PLAYERS. 


Not Over Fifty »killctl Profoaslonnle 
in the Whole World. 


ProjFessional Qhess players, coasidol'- 
Ing the laborious nature of their work, 
the character of mind, and the long 
preparatory study required, are proba- 
bly as ill paid as any kind of Intellec- 
tual workers. 
The professional chess 
player who earns by his play more than 
a docont, modest living is a highly suc- 
cessful man. An expert may be hired 
to run a chess automaton and play witli 
all comers at a salary less than some 
typewriter earn. There are in all tho 
world probably less than half a hun- 
dred highly skilled professional chess 
players. 


A few professional chess players are 
men of means, but for the most part 
the passion for the game leads the pro- 
fessional player to put asldo material 
considerations in order to follow his 
bent. Some of the best-known players 
dress shabbily and live plainly. 
The 
ablest and most successful usually eke 
out their incomes made directly from 
the game by writing on chess, discuss- 
ing problems, and the like. 
Books 
on chess succeed one another 
rap- 
Idly, but none has a large sale. 
They 
are costly to produce, and the stereo- 
type plates are of small value. 
The 
aggregate of considerable prizes of- 
fered in chess contests throughout the 
world amounts In any one year to only 
a few thousand dollars, and a. stake 
of a thousand is a large one. Amateurs, 
who far outnumber the professionals, 
provide the purses and meet the ex- 
penses of the match games. St. Peters- 
burg is an Important chess center, and 
there the traveling expenses of the pro- 
fessionals are made up by the local 
clubs. 


Professional chess players are rarely 
men of liberal education, and usually 
men of one idea. 
Chess has been the 
diversion of great and broad-minded 
men, but it is commonly the business of 
men devoted to one idea. The profes- 
sional chess player seems tireless in the 
pursuit of the game. 
One whose duty 
It was to play six hours a day with all 
comers at a place of amusement was 
accustomed to follow his day's work 
with two hours of laborious study of 
special chess problems.

His sister Mittie has also con- 
tracted the poison by being in th^ 
room with him. 


The Brick Works of Alwine Bros., 
at Berlin Junction, now give employ 
ment to 20 hands. Twenty thousand 
brick are made in one day and 70,000 
are burned in one kiln. The fire is 
kept up eight days and 50 tons of 
coal are required to burn n single 
kiln.

Qestructive 
Stcrm* 


A most destructive storm passed over 
portions of this county and also portions 
of York county, Pa., and Carroll county, 
Md., last Thursday about noon. 


In the vicinity of Abbottatown the 
storm did conaiderablo damage. At tbe 
fsrm of Joseph Wolf, about two dozen 
apple trees were blown over and tbe roof 
of the krge barn was torn off and the 
gable end mown in. 
The new barn of 
Frederick Lillich, was also completely 
wrecked, and A large number of apple 
trees on the farm of Samncl Nagle were 
uprooted. 
A bouse belonging to Chas. 
HulL was moved a few inches from its 
foundation. 


The barn on the farm of Rev, A. S, 
Hartnian. near Littlcstown. was blown 
down ana the houBc badly namaged. 


In the vicinity of Bonncauviilo a num* 
ber of small buildings were somewhat 
damaKod. 


At Harney, the house of Ephraim Hess 
was destroyed, some of the furniture be- 
ing carried a half mile away. The kitch- 
en stove was blown into the middle of 
the road. The house and shop of Frank 
Null wore unroofed, also the house and 
barn of John Koontz and the house and 
barn of Mr. Hahn. There was consider- 
able other damage done to outbuildings, 
trees and fences. 


In the vicinity of Hanover the princi- 
pal damage was done in the southern 
part of Penn township, near Krentzler's 
school house, where a strip nearly two 
miles long was devastated by the storm, 
with force that showed it to have been a 
veritable cyclone. Three barns were de- 
' stroyed. two badly damaged, orchards 
blown down, and a passage torn through 
a heavy piece of tim^r. Great white oak 
trees offered no resistance to the storm 
in its choscn path. For a width of about 
200 yards, nothing was left standing. 
The trunks of the largest trees were twis- 
ted off, and the upper parts rolled about 
like playthings, limbs and boughs being 
bereft of their leaves. 


All along the course of the storm fen- 
ces were blown down and trees uprooted. 
A roar accompanied the passing of the 
storm like that of a heavy railroad train. 
Luckily no person was hurt by the storm, 
and no live stock injured. The course of 
the storm was northeast. 


At Wrightsville, the roof of a school 
building was blown off, the steeple of 
the U. B. church and of the engine house 
were twistcd,the houses of Howard Abel, 
J. M. Bucher, David Strickles and J. L. 
Kerr were badly damaged. 
Four frame 
dwellings of Mr. Kerr were also unroof- 
ed. 


A boy named David Poff made a nar- 
now escape, being badly bruised by be- 
hiff caught under a falling lumber pile. 


At Columbia, the rolling mill was dam- 
aged to the extent of |20,000. Isaac Hav 
erstick, a puddler, was killed by being 
caught under a pipe and scalded by es- 
caping steam, rercy Ziegler was fatally 
hurt. A number of others were injurecf, 
thirty-two being treated at the hospital. 


From Eastern Pennsylvania come re- 
ports of destruction. Three men are re- 
ported killed in Mountgomery county, 
while at Bethlehem high waters added 
terror to the wind storm. In the vicin- 
ity of Amber, it is said $100,000 worth of 
property was destroyed.

IIUilOBOP THE DAY, 


The conference of mutual, accident 
insurance companies of the United 
States, which assembled in Boston re- 
cently to discuss the bicycle rider ae 
an accident risk, has finished its de- 
liberations. The results are disastrous 
to tha bicycle riders. 
The following 
resolutions were unanimously passed: 
"Eesolved, That the use of the bicycle 
should be covered by additional cost 
or a reduction of the amount of deatb 
and indemnity benefits, and it is rec- 
ommended that this be provided for 
by either of tho following methods: 
1. The adequate increase of premiums 
to cover tho added risk; or, 2. 
The 
classification, an occupation of bicycle 
riders in a class twice as hazardous as 
the preferred risk. 
3. That benefits 
by accidents by bicycle riding be 
'Specifically reduced. 
4. The includ- 
ing of bicycling under the policies to 
be covered only by specific permits at 
an extra premium." 
The next thing 
to come, suggests tho New Orleans 
Picayune, may be the refusal of life 
insurance compances to take risks on 
tho lives of bicycle riders. 


Perhaps the most curious incident 
growing out of opposition to railway 
monopoly is found up in Minnesota. 
A former named Bines, who owned 
nothing in tho world but a quarter 
section of mortgaged land and a spav- 
ined team of horses, suddenly conclud- 
ed that the country was beingruinedby 
railroads, and that tho farmers must 
build a road of their own.

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EXTBA-EARIiY POTATOES. 


The potato is a hardy plant when it 
is protected from actual freezing. 
In- 
deed the tubers will burvive without 
injury when the ground in which they 
lie is actually frozen. 
This immunity 
is duo to tho fact that tho water in the 
potatoes holds some matters in solu- 
tion, and solutions do not freeze at the 
actual freezing point of pure water. 
Thus in tho South potatoes may be 
planted during February or 
early 
March, when the ground^js free from 
frost and dry enough to turn a good 
furrow, 
Tho seed is put in in the 
usual manner, but covered with a dou- 
ble ridge as a protection against the 
possible freezing of the soil. 
As soon 
as the risk of frost is over, the ridgo 
is leveled down with the Acme har- 
row, leaving the surface in the finest 
condition; alight, sloping tooth har- 
row is used after that and until tho po- 
tatoes ore too large. 
If danger of a 
late frost is imminent, a furrow is 
thrown over the young plants, or this 
may be done anyhow, as it encourages 
root growth and certainly increabes 
the product. Thi^* method as used only 
for the early crop, the main planting 
being made iu May and up to first of 
July for succession. The seed may be 
kept in the very best condition and 
quite dormant until July by putting 
the tubers two feet in tho ground and 
covering them to exclude air. 
Where 
the ground is deeply covered with 
snow and never frozen during tho win- 
ter, as in Northern Wisconsin and 
Michigan, the planting may be done 
as fioon as the crop i» litrvest^di the 


FAKM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


See that the yards are kept dry and 
well littered with straw or roughage, 
if you wish clean, healthful stock and 
a good crop of manure. 


When the pigs come in cold weath- 
er, put a hot rock in a barrel of hay 
and keep the pigs in it, except while 
they are nursing; which should be as 
often as once an hour. 


The best of roses must not bo ex- 
pected in light, sandy soil. 
They de- 
light in heavy clay soil and rich ieetJ. 
If your soil is sandy, try and strength- 
en your rose beds with clay. 


When tho mui is knee-deep, or half 
that, the cows are better in the stable 
than roaming over the fields picKing 
up a few mouths-full of frozen fodder 
that may havo escaioed their search 
last fall. 


Feed the hens a liberal quantity of 
chopped lean beef, or liver, or other 
fresh meat. 
This is needed to supply 
tho nutriment by eating insects in the 
summer, but which is wanting in tho 
winter. 


Chestnut trees can be raised from 
the nuts. 
They may bo planted in 
the fall as soon as ripe, or kept till the 
following spring and planted then. 
If held till spring they should be kepi 
in a coo!, moist place, stored in sand, 
for instance, or they will become dry 
and hard. 
We know of some that 
bore a few nuts tho seventh year from 
planting and increased in the amount 
of their yield each year. 


Poultry intended for tho table should 
be put in a coop by themselves for 
about two weeks, feeding them princi- 
pally on old wheat with plenty oi 
water. 
Then when they are fat select 
the best, kill and dress them and hang 
up by tho legs for a day so that they 
will drain thoroughly ; see that they 
are kept in a cool place. 
If this it 
done you will find the flesh juicy and 
better, 
Tho way to kill and dresfc 
poultry is not properly understood by 
many housekeepers, and if they do 
know they forget to put their knowl- 
edge into prftcdo«.
